THE  DROPSIE  COLLEGE 


FOUNDATION 

The  College  is  founded  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  MosES 
Aaron  Dropsie,  an  eminent  citizen  and  lawyer,  all  his  life 
resident  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  testament  was 
executed  on  September  17,  1895.  lie  directed  "that  there 
be  established  and  maintained  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
a  college  for  the  promotion  of  and  instruction  in  the 
Hebrew  and  cognate  languages  and  their  respective  litera- 
tures and  in  the  Rabbinical  learning  and  literature."  He 
also  directed  "that  in  the  admission  of  students  there  shall 
be  no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex".  Mr. 
Dropsie  departed  this  life  on  July  8,  1905.  The  Charter 
was  granted  to  the  College  under  date  of  June  6,  1907 
under  the  style  of  TiiK  Drops lE  College  for  Hep.rEw  and 
Cognate  Learning,  this  name  being  selected  by  the  Gov- 
ernors as  a  memorial  to  the  Founder.  The  Charter  and 
the  accompanying  papers  are  printed  in  full  in  the  Pre- 
liminary Register  for   1909. 
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LOCATION 

The  Governors  have  purchased  a  site  on  Broad  Street 
below  York,  directly  adjacent  to  the  new  Synagogue  of 
the  Mikve  Israel  Congregation  and  to  the  building  of 
the  Gratz  College.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Trustees  of  Gratz  College  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  Dropsie  College  temporarily  in  the  building  of  the 
Gratz  College,  at  York  street,  near  Broad,  until  such  time 
as  the  Dropsie  College  shall  have  erected  structures  for 
its  own  use. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Students  desiring  to  enter  the  College  as  candidates 
for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  must  have  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  from  a  College  or 
University  in  good  standing,  or  show  evidence  of  educa- 
tion equivalent  thereto,  and  must  also  have  a  good  pre- 
liminary knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  its  litera- 
ture or  alternatively  of  some  cognate  language  and  its 
literature.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  foundation, 
no  distinction  on  account  of  creed,  color  or  sex  will  be 
made  in  the  admission  of  students. 

Students  not  desiring  to  enter  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
but  possessed  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to 
profit  by  the  courses  ofifered,  will  be  received  as  special 
students. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  in  the  College. 
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DEGREES 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be  granted 
when  the  following  conditions  are  satisfactorily  complied 
with  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  as  requirements  for 
admission : 

The  candidate  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from 
a  reputable  college  or  university  or  must  show  tliat  he  has 
pursued  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to  that  for  which  the 
bachelor's  degree  is  conferred. 

The  candidate  must  have  a  knowledge  of  French 
and  German  sufficient  for  purposes  of  investigation. 

The  candidate  must  have  pursued  advanced  study 
and  research  for  not  less  than  nine  Quarters,  three  of 
which  must  be  spent  in  residence  at  the  College. 

The  studies  pursued  must  consist  of  one  major  or 
principal  subject,  and  two  minor  or  subsidiary  subjects. 

The  candidate  must  write  a  thesis  upon  some  ap- 
proved subject  connected  with  the  major  or  principal  sub- 
ject, which  gives  evidence  of  his  ability  to  do  original 
work,  is  a  contribution  to  human  knowledge  and  is  ac- 
cepted by  the  faculty. 
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The  candidate  must  pass  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  studies  pursued. 

The  degree  will  not  be  given  for  the  mere  reason  of 
faithful  study  for  a  prescribed  time,  nor  for  miscellaneous 
studies,  but  on  the  ground  of  long  study  and  high  attain- 
ment in  a  special  branch  of  learning. 

Any  one  of  the  three  principal  departments,  namely, 
Biblical  Studies,  Rabbinical  Studies  or  the  Cognate  Lan- 
guages, may  be  taken  as  a  major  subject,  in  which  event 
two  other  studies  must  be  taken  as  minor  subjects,  the 
object  being  that  every  candidate  for  the  doctor's  degree 
shall  pursue  a  general  course,  although  specializing  in 
one  department. 
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FELLOwsinrs 

Five  Fellowships  have  heen  established  liy  the  Gov- 
ernors yielding  Five  humh-ed  dollars  annually  which  will 
be  awarded  under  the  following  regulations : 

The  candidate  must  Iiave  a  liberal  education,  at  least 
a  Bachelor's  degree  from  a  reputable  college  or  University 
or  a  certificate  from  an   Institution  of  like  character. 

He  nuist  show  l)y  a  thesis,  or  publications,  or  certifi- 
cate from  his  instructors,  a  special  knowledge  of  Hebrew 
or  cognate  studies  and  an  aptitude  for  engaging  in  research 
work. 

The  Fellow  is  expected  to  perform  such  duties  in  the 
College  as  may  be  allotted  to  liim  by  the  President  or  Pro- 
fessor of  his  Department. 

He  will  be  expected  to  devote  his  time  to  special 
studies  under  the  direction  of  tlie  Professor,  and  to  give 
evidence  of  his  progress  by  the  preparation  of  a  thesis, 
the  completion  of  a  piece  of  research,  the  delivery  of  a 
lecture  or  lectures,  or  some  other  method  which  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Faculty. 

The  PVllow  shall  not  accept  other  employment  except 
by  permission  of  the  President,  and  this  permission  will 
be  granted  only  when  it  is  clear  that  it  does  not  interfere 
with  his  College  work  and  is  in  such  lines  as  will  actually 
further  it,  such  as  teaching  his  special  subject. 

The  Fellowship  shall  be  tenable  for  one  year,  and  a 
Fellow  may  be  reappointed,  but  not  for  a  period  exceeding 
three  years. 
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Applications  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Presi- 
dent before  June  i  and  should  be  accompanied  by  a  full 
statement  of  the  applicant's  ability  and  copies  of  papers 
actually  published. 

Appointments  to  Fellowships  will  become  operative 
September  i,  of  each  year. 


ACADEMIC  TERMS 

The  year  is  divided  into  two  terms,  a  winter  term 
and  a  summer  term  and  each  term  into  two  quarters  sep- 
arated by  an  interval  of  two  full  weeks.  The  exact  dates 
of  the  terms  will  be  announced  in  each  register.  For  the 
year  1910,  the  first  Quarter  of  the  Summer  Term  will  be- 
gin on  ]May  2  and  continue  until  June  24.  The  second 
Quarter  of  the  Summer  Term  will  begin  on  Tulv  11  and 
continue  until  September  16.  The  first  Quarter  of  the 
Winter  Term  1910  will  begin  on  Monday,  October  31  and 
extend  to  December  23. 


COURSES  OFFERED 

In  the  first  quarter  of  the  Summer  term  courses  will 
be  given  by  Professor  Margolis,  Mr.  MelamEd  and  Mr. 
Revel  and  in  the  second  quarter  by  President  AdlER,  Pro- 
fessor Maeter  and  Doctor  HoschandER.  During  the 
second  quarter  the  lectures  will  be  given  between  the  hours 
of  nine  and  twelve  in  the  morning. 
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BIBLICAL  DKPART.MENT— Professor  Margous 
will  conduct  the  following  courses  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  Summer  term  : 

The  Scope  and  Methodology  of  Biblical  Philology.     Mon- 
day 2-3  p.  m. 

An  introductory  course  containing  a  survey  of  the 
entire  field  of  Biblical  studies,  as  may  l)e  indicated  by  the 
following  heads :  the  linguistic  and  philological  equipment 
of  the  Bible  student;  the  science  and  art  of  interpretation; 
grammar;  lexicography  and  its  sources;  the  simple  sense; 
allegory;  halakic  and  haggadic  interpretation;  the  art  of 
translation ;  history  and  condition  of  the  text ;  Masorah ; 
the  use  of  the  versions;  emendations;  composition  and 
authorship ;  canon ;  extra-canonical ;  the  auxiliary  sciences 
of  geography,  history  and  archaeology ;  the  methods  to  be 
pursued  in  the  various  branches  of  investigation.  A  bibliog- 
raphy of  the  principal  works  dealing  with  the  Bible  gener- 
ally or  with  the  parts  thereof. 

Grammar  of   Biblical   Hebrew  on  a  comjjarative  and  his- 
torical basis.     Monday  10-12  a.  m. 

This  course  will  be  continued  through  a  number  of 
years  and  comprise  in  the  form  of  lectures  a  sketch  of  the 
history  of  Hebrew  grammar  and  of  the  Hpbrew  language ; 
script  and  orthography  ;  phonology ;  morphology ;  syntax ; 
rhetoric  and  stylistics;  the  system  of  poetic  and  prose  ac- 
centuation; the  metrical  theories.     Scope  will  be  afforded 
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for  the  discussion  of  mooted  questions  and  for  research 
along  the  Hues  of  such  matter  as  is  imperfectly  handled 
in  the  current  text  hooks. 

Interpretation  of  the  Book  of  Isaiah.     Monday  3-5  p.  ni. 
Tuesday  2-4  p.  m. 

In  this  course  the  entire  critical  and  exegetical  ap- 
paratus will  be  placed  before  the  student.  Opportunity 
will  be  afforded  for  consulting  the  versions  and  the  works 

of  the  principal  Jewish  exegetes  at  first  hand. 

Note — Course  2  will  ultimately  be  followed  by  a  simi- 
lar course  in  Biblical  Aramaic. 

Mr.  Melamkd,  the  Fellow  in  the  Department,  will  read 
the  Book  of  Deuteronomy  with  the  Jewish  commentaries 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  Summer  term  Friday  3-5 
p.  m.

PUBLICATIONS 

The  College  will  continue  the  publication  of  the  Jewish 
Quarterly  Review,  wdiich  has  been  issued  in  England  for 
a  period  of  twenty  years  under  the  editorship  of  Messrs. 
Israel  Abrahams  and  C.  G.  Alontefiore.  This  undertaking 
is  with  a  view  of  providing  a  medium  for  the  publication 
in  the  English  language  of  articles  and  reviews  in  the 
interest  of  Jewish  literature,  history  and  religion,  Hebrew 
philology  and  kindred  subjects.  It  is  hoped  that  the  first 
number  of  the  New  Series  will  appear  in  July,  1910.  The 
Quarterly  will  be  edited  by  the  President  of  the  College, 
Doctor  AdlER,  and  the  President  of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America,  Doctor  Sche;chter,  with  the  aid  of 
eminent  scholars. 
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FOUNDER'S  DAY 

By  a  vote  of  the  Governors,  March  <),  the  anni- 
versary of  the  birjth  of  ]\Ir.  DropsiK,  wiU  be  celebrated  an- 
nually as  Founder's  Day.  The  first  of  these  celebrations 
was  held  vn  IMarch  9.  1910.  wlien  a  Memorial  Address 
was  delivered  by  the  Honorable  AIavi-r  Sulzhicrger  and 
an  address  on  the  policy  of  the  College  by  the  President. 

CO-OPERATION 

The  College  will  aim  to  co-operate  with  all  existing 
institutions  and  departments  of  universities  having  similar 
objects,  and  also  with  primary  and  secondary  Jewish 
schools  in  the  hope  of  developing  a  consistent  system 
whereby  Hebrew  learning  in  all  its  stages  may  be  advanced. 

RESEARCH 

All  of  the  instruction  in  the  College  will  be  of  post- 
graduate standard  and  time  will  be  afforded  to  Professors, 
Fellows  and  students  for  original  investigation  and  re- 
search, which  will  be  furthered  as  one  of  the  fundamental 
purposes  of  the  Institution.
